Even  -ic  ihose  first  men  who  read 
the  crude  printing  cl  the  first  books  it  must  have  seemed 
a  gilt  irom  heaven.  The  printed  bock,  what  a  great  gift 
it  is.  ■ 

And  because  it  to  so  great,  good  books  deserve  our 
reverence,  cui  best  treatment,  lor  on  them  is  hung  the 
i  stor/  ol  civilization  and  on  them  depends  the  carrying  over 
into  the  future  the  present  knowledge  we  have- 

Id  like-  manner  and  to  use  the  same  degree  we  should

Dietitians  Needef 
In  Army  Hospitals 

More  than  1,000  trained  dieti* 
Mans  will  be  needed  soon  in  the 
Army  Hospitals  anti  in  hospital, 
units  at  foreign  posts  to  select 
food  for  our  soldier  patients,  plan 
the  menus,  supervise  the  .prepar¬ 
ation  and  serving  of  food,  ob¬ 
serve  the  food  habits  and  prefer-*: 
ences  of  individual  parents,  and 
manage  the  food  supply  of  a  di¬ 
etary  department.  Not  enough 
graduate  dietitians  are  available! 
The  Army,  has  therefore,  .initi¬ 
ated  a  well  organized  program 
to  train  student  dietitians. 

A  graduate  of  a  fbur-year  col¬ 
lege  course  with  a  major  in  foods 
and  nutrition,  or  in  institutional 
management,  who  is  in  good 
health  and  emotonally  stable  and 
between  the  age  of  20  and  40,  is 
eligible  to  become  a  student  di¬ 
etitian.  She  must  be  free  to 
serve  wherever  sent  in  toe  line 
of  duty. 

Applicants  will  receive  train¬ 
ing  under  the  best  professional 
staff  the  country  affords.  Special 
schools  in  Army  hospitals  are 
offering  a  six  ■■  months  •  intensive 
training  course  in  the  theory  and 
practice  of  hospital  dietetics.  Af¬ 
ter  completion  of  these  Army 
courses,  dietitians  are  given  a 
six  months’  apprenticeship  in  se¬ 
lected  Army  hospitals.  At  the 
end  of  this  period  if  they  have 
met  all  the  requirements,  they 
are  appointed  in  the  Medical  De¬ 
partment  of  the  Army  with  the 
relative  rank  of  second  lieuten¬ 
ant  for  the  duration  and  for  six 
months  thereafter. 

Army  hospitals  participating  in 
the  Army  training  program  for 
student  dietitians  include:  Wal¬ 
ter  Reed  Hospital,  Washington, 
D.  C.;  Lawson  Genera!  Hospital, 
Atlanta,  Ga.:  Fitzsimens  General 
Hospital,  Denver,  Colo.;  and 
'Brooks  General  Hospital,  Fort 
Sam  Houston,  Texas. 

Civilian  hospitals  are  also  co¬ 
operating  in  this  training  pro¬ 
gram.  The  period  of  training  in 
ome  of  these  hospitals  is  from 
6  to  10  months  as  a  student  die¬ 
titian.  This  is  followed  by  a  six. 
months’  apprentice  course  in  an 
Army  hospital  after  which  per¬ 
sons  are  eligible  for  Army  ap¬ 
pointments.  In  other  civilian 
hospitals,  the  courses  last  from 
11  to  12  months  and  graduates 
of  these  courses  are  eligible  im- 
’iie)diately  for  Army  appoint- 
'  meats,  nformation  regarding  ci¬ 
vilian  hospitals  offering  courses 
for  student  dietitians  may  be  ob¬ 
tained  from  the  American  Dietet¬ 
ics  Association,  620  ,  North  Mich¬ 
igan  Avenue,  Chicago,  Illinois.
